‘(dt is extremely doubtful, more- 
over, whether legislation to prevent 
him evicting ‘allotment holders 
would be benefitial to the allotment 
system.

private owner witha proposal to

them.

Ministry has: definite 
powers, however, over local authori- 
ties who own lands ‘specifically 
bought for . allotment . purposes.
